through leude perſones , that it ſeemeth 
lyes and fables , and no true ſcience; Vet 
that ought not to hinder or derrogate any 
hyng to our purpoſe, as long as our mat- 
ter is againſt the abuſe of it, as for exampic 
The Aleſymiſtes have wrought in this 
worke,to the intevt that they might haue 
of leade and copper, golde and fuer, or 
the meane to make them of all other ſim- 
pou orf{leight Metalles. But whether god 
ath ginen them that gifte I knowe not: 
. leaue it to the maiſters of that 
arte, And albeit we haue ſeen many won- 
derfull thinges in that arte: yet will I not 


affirmerharit is poſſible to be doen, for it 


feemer!1 
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TO THE 
ſeemeth vnreaſonable, that a man in {6 
ſhorte tyme ſhould dooe that thing, the 
whiche nature doeth in many yeres. And 
that mẽ ſhould preſume te do that which 
God doeth wth © him ſelf, and notany of 
his creatures. We therfore will not affirme 
it to bee true or poſſible, nor yet denie it 
vtterly, or condemne it as vntruth. But we 
will leaue the aunſwere vnto thoſe that 
take it to be doen. 

But here in this treatiſe we wil ſet forth 
that whiche we haue ſcene and wrought, 
and proued, and are experte therein. And 
although it bee ſprong out of the arte of 
Alelymie, yet it is not to that intente,for it 
ſerueth not to tranſmute Mettalles, but it 
ſerueth to helpe thoſe diſeaſed bothe in- 
wardly and outwardly: who of the com- 
mon Chyrurgions are counted vncurable, 
and alſo giuen ouer of the Phiſitions. 
Thoſe pacients ſhalbe holpẽ through the 
hidden miſteries and heauenly ſeeretes of 
this ſcience. 

And for as muche as it is vnpoſſible to 
prepare theſe thinges without the arte of 


Alchymie : therefore wemult praiſe this 
arte

artethrough our preparationsaboue al o- 


ther ſciences, that maketh for the health 
of man, for thei preſerue a man onely tou- 
ched & afflicted with ſlight woundes and 
griefes on his bodie, and that with muche 
paine and mucheadoe . But this arte gi- 
ueth vnto man his health againe in fhorte 
tyme, and with (1 er vnto the paci- 
ent, be he neuer ſo deſparatly ſicke, and to 
mans thinking paſt cure: for I haue ſeene 
miracles therein. 

And in ſo muche that it is all prepared 
with fire: the meane man calleth it Alchy- 
ma. How beit the intẽt of the Alchymifte 
is farre from our intent , But call it what 


you will, it maketh not muche matter of 


the name. For I am ſure there is nothyn 

in all Phiſicke that miniſtreth either bet- 
ter or readier helpe to cure mans bodie, 
then this ſcience of preparing Mettalles 
with fire rightly. I ſaie rightly prepared, 
not as the vnſkilfull Apoticaries haue or- 
dred them: or as the vnlearned Phiſition 
haue occupied them, for the Apothecarie 
no other then a ſeruaunt in tlie kitchin 


(as I maie tearme him) and no Maiſter

Cooke, ſo long as he knoweth not theſe 
preparations, xhiche I will ſhewe you. 

In like maner it is to be thought of the 
Phiſition that hath no skill in theſe prepa- 
rations. For we laue ſcene and proued di- 
uers tymes, that the firſt vapour or ſmoke 
of any Hearbe or Spice is the beſte that is 
therein, and yet our learned Phiſitions 
commaunde it to be boyled vntill halfe be 
conſumed, &c. Then note if the befteflye 
awaie in the boyling, what ſtrength can 
the medicine haue. Therefore I ſaie that 
the Phiſition without this arte of prepara- 
tion is little or nothyng worthe, although 
they take the pacientes money. For be 
gocth to worke blindly with a blinde lea · 
der whiche is the Apoticarie.But the Phi- 
fiction that is experte in this ſcience, and 


doeth prepare his medicines truely , he is 


to be praiſed aboue all other. For a man cã 
not buye with any money that whiche is 
got by long carefull trauaile. Therefore is 
che arte of Allimie worthie to be praiſed, 
and the Alchymiſte to be praiſed allo , al- 
though thei attaine not to their firſt inten-
